the different kinds of ganja, oat the enhancement of the duty on imparted 
liquors from Rs. 6 to Rs. 7 per gallon L. P. Another important change which is — 
worthy of mention is the discontinuance of the system of colouring distillery 
liquor which had been in force in certain districts. This system had been 
introduced as a tentative measure with the object of facilitating the detection of 
spirit illicitly manufactured or smuggled from outstills, but the consumers did 
not take kindly to the change, and difficulty was experienced in finding a dye 
quite free from objection which would be of practical use in enabling a mixture 
of licit and illicit spirit to be detected. The contract distillery system has 
» worked with a fair amount of success and has been extended to the districts of 
Darjeeling, Khulna, Jessore and Murshidabad from the beginning of the 
current year, 

3. Kevenue,—The total receipts of the year amounted to 153 lakhs which 
represent an increase of 11 lukhs, or 7°9 per cent. on the figures of the previous 
year. This comparison is made after excluding from the total of the previous 
year the receipts of the 14 districts which have been transferred to the province 
of Eastern Bengal and Assam. 1t may b2 noted that the excise revenue of these 
14 districts in 1904-1905 was only 27 lakhs, or less than one-sixth of the total 
excise revenué of the undivided province. Country spirit, ganja and opium 
contributed respectively 80}, 27}, and 223 lakhs or together 85 per cent. of the 
total revenue of the year, There was a large increase in the revenue derived 
from country spirits, amounting to over 6 lakbs or 57 per cent. of the increase 

“Gn the total excise revenue. Of this increase over 2 lakhs was obtained 
in Calcutta, nearly 2 lakhs in other distillery areas and over 2 lakhs in outstill 
areas, The incidence of taxation for each gallon of L P. spirit rose from 
Rs. 6°5 to Rs. 5:8 in distillery areas; and the average fee for each outstill 
license rose from Ks, 1,817 to Rs. 2,061. . 

4, Country spirit,—The list given in the Report of shops removed from 
unsuitable localities shows that deference was paid to public opinion in this 
matter. District Officers should also take the initiative when they find a liquor 
shop located on an objectionable site as it is incumbent upon them under the 
existing orders to ascertain periodically that the sites of existing shops are free 
from objection. In this connection the Board approve the orders issued limiting 
the practice whereby licensed vendors of couutry spirits in the district of 
Sambalpur were allowed to sell spirit at neighbouring Adds. 

The Commissioner of Excise says that illicit distillation is prevulent 

in the district of Singhbhum as the result of the policy of not allowing ” 
wali in the Kolhan.

5. Imported liquors.—The facts reported in paragraph 38 show that 
the holders of the railway refreshment rooms take away the custom of the

‘The working of 
the experimental pachwai shops opened during the currevt year should be 
watched. It may be desirable that the managers of the mining companies 
should take up the licenses in the interests of the coolies, 

With reference to the remarks made by the Commissioner of Excise as 
to the prosecution of semi-aboriginal tribes for the home-brewing of pachwai, 
the Board would call attention to the orders passed in the year 1901 to the 
effect that discretion should be exercised in prosecuting the tribes who, though 
not on the exempted list, are cognate in their manners and customs and are 
in the habit of drinking pachwai just as much as the exempted tribes. It 
was laid down that no prosecutions should be instituted in such cases withont 
the sanction of the Deputy Commissioner or of some other officer selected by 
him, The attention of the Deputy Commissioners should be drawn to those 
instructions. 

8. Ganja.—The increase in the receipts from ganja is. due to the * 
introduction of an improved system of taxation whereby for the differential 
rates on the several kinds of ganja has been substituted one uniform 
rate. Though there was a nominal decrease in the consumption of ganja of all 
kinds, the actual consumption of chur ganja was larger than in the previous 
mt i.c., the quantity of narcotic element in ganja consumed was larger. 

he Commissioner of “Excise suggests that arrangements might be made for 
the supply of ganja to retail vendors at an uniform rate throughout the year 
in order to save the trade from the speculative element. But as the prices 
which the wholesale vendor has to pay to the cultivators vary greatly in the 
course of a year according to the state of the stock in the Rajshahi golas, the 
prospect of the next crop and other factors, he will be in the position of a 
speculator if he is required to sell the drug at a fixed price throughout the 
year, At present the retail vendor who finds that there is an unwarrantable 
iereage in the wholesale price of ganja in his district has the remedy of 
procuring his supplies from another Spc where lower prices may prevail. 

. 9.  Opium.—Tho increased consumption of opium in the districts 
most distant from the producing districts shows,in Mr. Geake’s o inion, 
that there is still an ample ieaap be for taxation, and as regards the 
producing districts he is of opinion that the ‘maximum retail price should be 4 
annas a tola, Both these opinions appear to be reasonable deductions; but it 
ig uecessary to proceed cautiously in this matter as any sudden. and large — 
increase in the difference between the price in the producing districts and the 
price in non-producing districts may encourage smuggling of licit as well as 
of illicit opium.

Lxplanatory.—This forecast relates to the 33 districts 
including Sambalpur which now constitute this Province 
since the creation of the new Province of Eastern Bengal 
and Assam, : 

The most important bhadoi crop is autumn rice. A 
ood deal of maize, marua and jowar is grown in Bihar and 
hota Nagpur, but these cropsare practically unknown in the 

Presidency, Burdwan, and Orissa Divisions. Of the non- 

food crops the most important is jute, to which, however, 

8 separate forecast is devoted Cotton and bhad» til are also 

excluded from this forecast for a similar reason. 

Character of the season—The whole of April and the 
early portion of May were very dry. This retarded sow- 
ings in the Presidency and Burdwan Divisions, where the 
sowing season is early The rainfall later on was insufficient 
in almost every district in the Burdwan and Orissa Divisions, 
On the other hand, Bihar has been visited by disastrous 
floods. Nadia, Murshidabad, Jessore, and Hooglts have also 
suffered more or less severely from floods, Khulna and the 
24- Parganas have suffered to some extent from insect pests: 
Chota Nagpur is the only Division where the prospects are 
satisfactory. On the whole, the season has been very 
unfavourable. 

Area*sown.—The revised normal area under the crops 
dealt with in this forecast stands at 9,731,200 acres The 
actual area sown this year is 8,887,600 acres against 
9,054,800 wcres shown last year. 

Outturn.—'U'he sutturn of the bhadot crops according to 
the District Officer’s estimates comes only to 70 per cent. 
of a normal erop for the entire Province against 72 per cent. 
last year. Qnly three districts, viz., Gaya, Hazaribagh, and 
Ranchi show a normal outturn (100). Five districts return 
an outturn from ¥0 to 99 per cent. of a normal crop; five 
other districts return from 80 to 89 per cent. ; eight from 
70 to 79, and four from 60 to 69; while in the remaining 
eight the outturn is below 60 cent., viz., Nadia 59, 
Saran 59, Purnea 51, Murshidabad 59, Champaran 49, 
Darbhanga 29, Monghyr 26, and Muzaffarpur 25 cent,

Officers, and. consider that 780,400 acres may be taken as 
the area under the crop in this Province. in 1906, as against 
669,300 acres in 1905, his latter figure differs from the 





figure shown in the final forecast of last year, and is due t» 
the revision of the figures of area by certain District Officers. 

(ii) Outturn,—The district outturns work out to 80:3 
‘per cent. of a normal crop. The outturns, however, of 
several districts appear to me to be under-estimated. For 
instance, in the case of Burdwan, as the Collector reports, 
the prospects to he good throughout, the percentage of 
outturn may bo estimated at 100 instead of 95. In the 
24-Purganas, again, as the general condition and prospect 
are reported to be good, 95 per cent. has been taken, as the 
damage from insects is not expected to exceed 5 per cent. 
In the case of Jessore, there seems good reason to increase 
the estimated percentage of outturn from 75 to 80; and 
enquiry leads to the conclusion that the Cuttack estimated 
percentage of outturn may be raised to 90. The Collector 
of Purnea also notes that his estimate of outturn may 
possibly be pessimistic. On the whole, L think the estimated

On an average of five years, ending 1904-05, the area under Winter 
Rice, in the territory to which this forecast relates, has 
represented some 28'1 per cent. of the total area under 
this crop in British India, 

Explanatory.—This forecast relates to the 33 districts, 
which now constitute this Province, including Sambalpur and 


excluding the 14 districts which have been transferred to the 
newly constituted Province of Eastern Bengal and Assam, 
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Character of the season.—Vhe character of the monsoon 
rains has been described at length in the preliminary fore- 
cast of the bhadot crops, which has been recently published 
by this Department. The ante-monsoon showers were 
generally defective throughout the Province.. April was a 
dry month. ‘Bhe early portion of May was also dry, and 
sowings were therefore late in many districts, especially in 
the districts of the Burdwan and Presidency Divisions. 
Then, again, the rainfall in June was below the normal 
almost everywhere. In July and August, the rainfall was 
general, but it was not equally distributed in all parts of the 
Province, Floods did a great deal of damage to the crop in 
North Bihar. The cutturn was injuriously affected by 
floods also in Nadia, Murshidabad, Jessore and Khulna. In 
September, the rainfall was fairly general. The recent rain 
has done some good, but more rein is needed in the Bihar 
districts, and also in some districts of the Burdwan Division. 
In the 24-Parganas, some damage was done by insect pests. 
The season has on the whole been unfavourable. 

2. Area sown:—Since the issue of the final forecast, 1905, 
the Collectors of Midnapore, the 24-Parganas, Khulna, 
Bhagalpur, Purnea, Darjeeling, Angul, Puri and Sambalpur 
have revised the normal areas in their districts. The total 
normal area under winter rice for the 85 districts of this 
Province now stands at 21,801,700 acres. The actual area 
under the crop this year amounts to 20,038 700 acres, as 
against 20,660,900 acres sown last year. The decrease is 
chiefly noticeable in the districts of Monghyr, Bhagalpur 
and Purnea. On the other hand, there has been an increase 
in the area sown in the Burdwan and Chota Nagpur Divi- 
sions, 

3. Outturn —Out of the 33 districts, two districts only, 
viz., Sambalpur and Ranchi, estimate an outturn above the ~ 
normal. In the Sonthal Parganas and Singhbhum, a normal 
crop has been returned. Four districts, viz. Birbhum, Hooghly, 
Bhagalpur and Hazaribagh, return from 90 to 95 per cent. of 
a normal crop; nine districts return from 80 to 89 per cent ; 
seven from 70'to 79 per cent; and five from 60 to 69 per cent. 
In Murshidabad and Muzaffarpur, the crops are estimated at 
56 and 58 per cent, respectively, while in Darbhanga the esti- 
mate is as low as 38 per cent. only. Champaran returns a 59 
per cent. crop; but, as this appears to be an under-estimate, 
I have raised it to 70 per cent. In a few other cases, the 
estimated percentage of outturn has been raised, where no 
sufficient reason has been assigned for the low figure shown. 
The outturn of the whole Province works out to 82 per 
cent, of » normal crop, against 88 per cent, last year. Con- 
sidering the unseasonable character of the rainfall and the 
damage done by floods, this estimate may be accepted at 


present.

(Onan averago of the five yoars, ending 1904-1905, the area. under extton 
crops in the territory to which this forécast relates bas represented some 0°6 - 
per cent. of the total area under Cotton Crops in India.] 

Explanatory.—The sowing of the early variety of cotton 
commences before the break of the monsoon and the har- 
vesting is done early in the cold weather. The late variety 
is sown partly before, and partly after the rainy season 
and is harvested in the following hot weather. 

The early variety is cultivated chiefly in the Sonthal 
Parganas, Angul, and ‘in the Chota Nagpur Divison. Saran, 
Muzaffarpur, eng Cuttack, and Singhbhum are tie 
most important of the late cotton-growing districts. 

The present forecast deals with the progress of sow- 
ings since the publication of the August report, and with the 
condition of the standing crop, 

2. Character of the Season.—As noted in the August 
forecast, the date of sowing was generally normal, and 
the subsequent weather was favourable to the growth of the 
crop. In the early cotton districts, weather and rainfall 
conditions have continued favourable and the general pros- 
pects of the crop are so far good. The little damage done 
to the early crop in Sambalpur has already been noticed 
in the August report. 

As regards late cotton, the weather has been less 
favourable. From Sara, where the area under late cotton 
comprises one-third of the total area of this crop in the 
Province, it is reported that continuous heavy rainfall fol- 
lowed by floods has damaged the crop to a considerable 
extent, Similar damage has been done in the important 
late cotton-growing districts of Muzaffarpur and Darbhanga, 
In Cuttack and Singhbhum, prospects are satisfactory.

8. Area sown.—The area sown with early cotton as . 

given in the present forecast amounts to 37,400 acres, 

ainst 87,362 acres shown in the August forecast, The 
slight difference calls for no remarks. There is, however, 
an increase this year of nearly 2,000 acres over last year’s 
area, which is chiefly due to a revision of estimates in 
Sambalpur. ; 

Sowings of the late crop have progressed since the issue 
of the last forecast in Midnapore, Pan, Shahabad, Muzaf- 
farpur, and Singhbhum, At the time of the despatch of the 
district reports to this office, they had not commenced in 
Bankura, Puri, and in parts of Cuttack. The area sown with 
late crop as now estimated amounts to 80,174 acres, as 
against 23,774 acres shown in the August report and 31,677 
acres as shown in last year’s October report.

{On an average of five years, ending 1904-05, the area under Indigo in the territory to which 
this forecast relates has reprosented somo 40°03 per cent, of the total area under Indigo in 
British India. } 


Introductory.—The final forecast of the indigo crop 
of 1905 dealt with seventeen districts belonging to this 
Province and two districts (Rangpur and Malda) belong. 
ing to the new Province of Eastern Bengal and Assam. No 
indigo was grown in Rangpur last year, and nono has been 
grown this year. This district has, tharefore, been left out — 
of the present forecast altogether. For a similar reason, 
Midnapore and Bankura belonging to this Province have 
also been omitted.. The present forecast, therefore, deals 
with fifteen districts appertaining to this Province, and 
with Malda appertaining to the new Province. There has, 
however, been no cultivation of indigo in Murshidabad, 
Cuttack or Malda in the present year. 


Character of the season—The sowings were retarded a 
little by want of rain early in the season; and the crop 
suffered seriously later on from excessive rain and high 
floods in North Bihar. 





‘Area sown.—Owing to the competition of the synthetic 
dye, the area under indigo has contracted so rapidly that 
the expression “normal area under the crop” has little 
meaning. The cult vation is being gradually abandoned 
in Lower Bengal. The area even in North Bihar (Saran, 
Champaran, Darbhanga and Monghyr) has decreased. The 
total area sown this year is 148,300 acres against 170,700 
acres of last year and 223,100 acres of 1904. 


Outturn.—Of the important districts, Saran reports 62 
per cent. of a normal outturn per acre, Darbhanga reports 
57 per cent. and Muzaffarpur 33 per cent., while Champaran 
reports only 27 per cent. 


The estimated outturn per acre for Lower Bengal, in- 
cluding the minor Bihar districts, is 67 per cent. of a 
normal crop, and that for North Bihar, including Monghyr, 
only 42 percent, The average for the Province comes to 
46 per cent. against 47 per cent. of last year (1905). 


According to the returns received from tho District 
Officers, the yield of North Bihar, including Monghyr, would 
amount to about 12,732 factory maunds, and the yield from 
the remaining districts to some 8,921 factory maunds, or a 
total of 16,653 factory maunds, against an estimate of 21,248 
factory. maunds last year. According to trade returns, the 
outturn last year was about 23,000 factory maunds, 


Messrs, Moran & Oo, estimate 4,000 factory maunds from 
Lower Bengal and 20,000 factory maunds from ef cuttings 
in Bihar. The prospects for khuntis, however, are reported 
to be so bad as to warrant an estimate of no more than 
2,000 factory maunds. The estimated total for Lower 
Bengal and Bihar, according to Messrs. Moran aad Co , thus 
comes to 26,000 fectory maunds. 


From further enquiry made since the receipt of the 


district returns, there seems good reason for regarding the 





returns for Bihar districts as unduly pessimistic. It is 
probable that 18,000 maunds will be produced from Ist

SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS TAKEN IN 
BENGAL, AND IN EASTERN BENGAL AND ASSAM, FOR THE 
MONTH OF SEPTEMBER 1906. 


Durie the last week of August a depression formod off the Orissa coast and 
moved westward into South Rajputana, At the beginning of the present mouth it ceased 
to influence the weather in Bengal, and rainfall stopped in Rorth- Bast India except 
in Assam, where light to moderate rain was recorded. On the-second of the month the 
trough of low pressure, separating the two wind systems, extended into the Bay, and as a 
consequence a depression commenced to form off the Orissa coast on the third of the month. 
Its influence ou the rainfall of Bengal was felt immediately, and precipitation became 
fairly genoral in Deltaic Bengal. It crossed the coast in the neighbourhood of Puri on 
the fifth, and gave moderate rain to Orissa and Chota Nagpur. A second depression” 
formed under similar conditions a few days later, crossing the coast to the wost of 
Saugor Island on the eleventh. It was then very shallow, but intensified somewhat 
in its peers over land. It moved rapidly in a west-north-westerly direction into the 
north of the Central Provinces, and gave general rain in Deltaic Bengal, Chota Nag- 
pur and Orissa, During the next week precipitation was fairly general, but below 
the normal. Over the Bay pressure was very uniform and remained so until the 
nineteenth of the month when a shallow low pressure area appeared off the Madras 
coast and gradients commenced to become steeper. This low pressure area remained for a 
few days without ple aa and appeared to merge itself in the low pressure trough extending 
4t that time from the Himalayas into the Bay. The depression, however, on September 23rd 
beoame more defin'te, and on the 25th crossed the coast near Gopalpur in the shape of 
a small storm. Rainfall, which had been rather seanty in the Province during the early stages 
of the depression, recommenoad on the 24th, precipitation being fairly general in Chota 
Nagpur and Orissa and local in Bengal and Bihar. On the 26th a low pressure area 
appeared in Burmah, which moved westward and extended over Deltaic Bengal on 
September 27th. It apparently intensified on the same day in tho north-east angle of the 
Bay into a small disturbance, and crossed the coast near Barisal. Under the influence of 
this depression very heavy rain fell in Eastern Bengal, and precipitation extended into North 
Bengal and South-West Bengul. The depression movel in north-westerly direction, and 
continued to give genoral and widespread rain till the end of the month. 


Summary of Temperature.—The average moan of the month was above the normal mean 
of the month in all the meteorological divisioas. As usual in the rains, variations in 
temperature were closely assoviated with rainfall, and the excess cf the average mean for 
the month over the normal mean was lowest in Eastern Bengal, where rainta)] was in exCe8s, 
— highest in North Bengal, where the deficiency was greater than that of the other 

ivisions. 

The highest temperature 991 recorded during thé month was reported from Silchar 
while Gaya reported the lowest temperature 71-9.
